This ordinance requires them to cross the 
Stock-Yards tracks at an elevation of ten 
feet and thence descend into the railroad 
yards at Forty-third street with an elevation 
at that point of four and one-half feet. To 
carry out this plan would require either that 
the e Shore and Rock Island roads 
should cross the Stock-Yards at a grade and 
thence descend to the south or that the 
Stock-Yards track should be elevated and 
intersect the Lake Shore and Rock Island 
roads above the present grade. The Mayor 
is desirous something should be done, so 
the work with the Lake Shore and Rock 
Island will in no way be stopped when the 
spring opens. It is to meet the wishes of the 
Mayor in this regard that the Stock-Yards

John Dunn Explains. 

John Dunn said: “It is a purely practical 
question, and there are many details which 
will have to be agreed upon before the 
project can be carried to a successful ter- 
mination. The proposition of the Illinois 
Central, which embraces only the St. Charles 
Air line, in which the Michigan Central, the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and the 
Chicago and Northwestern roads have a 
proprietary interest is on file in the Mayor’s 
office, and the plan involves the construction 
of an ascent or incline at the eastern end 
of the line from the tracks of the Illinois Cen- 

company 2, 100 feet, to cost $160,000, and 
the erection of an elevated superstructure 
wide enough for two or more tracks along 
the St. Charles Air line right of way, from 
** west line of the Illinois Central track 
Chicago River—that of the structure 
east of the west line of Clark street to con- 
sist of steel and iron trestle work. 

“From the Illinois Central to the west side 
of State street the superstructure will be of 
a uniform height of twenty-nine feet above 
Chicago datum, and ‘will cross Indiana, 
Michigan, and Wabash avenues and State 
street at an elevation of fourteen feet in the 
clear above those streets. 

“From State street west the grade will 
descend to the crossing of the Lake Shore 
and Rock Island tracks, crossing Dearborn 
street ten feet in the clear above the present 
surface of that street, and Clark street 
about five feet above its present surface. 
The plan also involves the elevation of the 
Alley L' road eleven feet above its sent 
height at its intersection with the St. Charles 
Air line, so as to leave sixteen feet in the 
clear between the two tracks. It will also 
require the depression of Dearborn street 
two feet and of Clark street seven feet be- 
low their present surface so as, to give 
twelve feet in the clear for subways beneath 
the tracks. 

“It also involves raising the Lake Shore, 
Rock Island, Santa Fé, Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana, and Chicago, Madison and 
Northern tracks six feet above their present 
grade where they cross or connect with the 
tracks of the St. Charlies Air line, and the 
elevation of the St. Charles Air line draw- 
bridge or tracks thereon, to make the latter 
conform to the descending grade of the line 
where it crosses the bridge. 


PREPARE FOR CHANGE IN CAR STOPS 


Street Railway Companies Make a 
Tripartite Agreement. 

The street railroad companies of the city 
are already beginning to prepare for the 
great change in the stopping places of cars, 
which will go into effect Jan.1. A tripartite 
agreement has been made between the North 
and West Chicago street railroad compa- 
nies and the Chicago City railway company, 
by which the three organizations will dis- 
tribute the same form of warnings to the 
public and use the same kind of signs where 
special stops are to be made. 

The signs are small red iron discs Mounted 
on a section of gaspipe, and will be puf in 
the middle of blocks or at the farther cross- 
walks of street intersections wherever un- 
usual stops are necessary. The warnings to 
the populace are in the form of posters to be 
hung in the cars and copies of the city ordi- 
nance to be distributed about town. 

The city ordinance reads as follows: 

“Sec. 1. No street railroad or electric rail- 
road company or person in charge of any 
street railroad, grip car, or electric car shall

This list does not include all the trolley 
and cable car accidents, although a few are 
given where the blame seems to rest about 
equally with the driver of the vehicle and 
the street car employés. It is probably 
true that the street car companies deserve 
more than half the responsibility for many 
accidents which appear at first glance to be 
almost entirely due to recklessness of team- 
asters, coachmen, drivers of express and de- 
livery Wagons. 

By confiscating more than one-third of all 
the busy streets the street car companies 
drive the other street traffic to the gutter 
on each side. 

In nine cases out of ten when a vehicle 
and a pedestrian collide the trouble is caused 
by an effort of one or the other, or both, to 
get out of the way of a street car.

When 
he has recovered from his present sickness 
and regained his wonted equanimity he 


should devote some weeks or months to the 


examination of this important question. 
Then he will find that President Cleveland, 
Secretary Olney, and the American Congress 
know more about the subject than he does 
by considerable. He is not omniscient nor 
infallible, no matter what his own opinion 
of his paginas may be. 


INTERNATIONAL LAW AND THE HE MONROE 
DOCTRINE. 

College professors in this country shake 
their wise heads and say that English office- 
holders and papers are right in their dec- 
laration that the Monroe doctrine is no part 
of the code of international law, and also 
that it is not susceptible of the broad con- 
struction, as they call it, which President 
Cleveland puts upon it now. 

It is probable that the treatises on inter- 
national law which these professors have 
written do not mention the Monroe doctrine. 
But the fact that they ignore its existence 
does not prove that it does not exist, for the 
views of all the American nations subscribe 
to the Monroe doctrine. 

‘International law is “ the system of rules 
which regulates the intercourse and deter- 
mines the rights and obligations of sov- 
ereign States.” These rules were not made 
at any one moment. They have grown grad- 
ually to be what they are now, and the 
process of growth is not over yet. Many of 
the present rules have had to struggle long 
for recognition. 

It is not surprising that the Monroe doc- 
trine is not yet a fully recognized part of 
international law by European powers. It 
was commenced only seventy-two years ago. 
It is a rule which applies between hemi- 
spheres rather than between all nations 
with each other. It is primarily a local reg- 
ulation made for the purpose of protecting 
the republican form of government adopted 
in the two American continents against at- 
tempts to introduce here despotic or aristo- 
cratic European systems of government. 
It is home rule of the citizens rather than 
foreign rule of the citizens of an American 
State. 

The Monroe doctrine has nothing to do 
with the relations of Buropean nations to 
one another or of American nations to one 
another. Hence it has been slow in making 
its way into the text-books of writers on in- 
ternational law. It has not had the sanc- 
tion of Congresses of European powers nor 
has it been ratified by treaties of European 
nations. 

Nevertheless the Monroe doctrine exists 
whether recognized dy the college professors 
or not. It is a rule of action laid down by 
this hemisphere which Europe must ob- 
serve, willingly or unwillingly, unless as 
the result of long and weary war America 
can be forced to abandon that doctrine. 
For many long years after the South 
American republics had shaken off the 
Spanish monarchical yoke Spain refused to 
admit that they were independent. Never- 
theless they were so, even though the fact 
was not acknowledged. For a time no 
European nation recognized them. Yet 
they were independent. 

So the Monroe doctrine is a part of inter- 
national law whatever Lord Salisbury or 
Prof. von Holst may say. It exists and 
will be enforced, even if not formally “ rec- 
ognized.” It is the latest and grandest ad- 
dition to a code which has been slowly 
forming through centuries. The backdown 
or defeat of England will work the formal 
incorporation of that doctrine in the code 
of international law.

EUROPEAN INDIFFERENCE TO TURKISH 
BUTCHERIES. 

A correspondent of the Boston Tran- 
script notes the fact that there is less public 
indignation expressed in England today 
over the unparalleled atrocities in Armenia 
than has been manifested within the last 
year over the occasional lynchings in the 
Southern States of this country. Part of 
this callousness of the public conscience is 


unquestionably due to the fact that British 


interests might be involved if England 
should interfere in behalf of the Armenians. 
Protests against the hanging of negroes 
could notin any way affect British interests, 
but protests against Armenian atrocities 
might bring about a disagreement with 
Russia that would disturb the balance of 
power, which would mean a serious dis- 
turbance of British interests and a disrup- 
tion of its control over Turkey. So, as this 
correspondent says, the English are hard- 
ening their hearts and telling themselves 
that after all it is the Czar who is to blame 
for refusing to consent to the active policy 
favored by Great Britain. | 

The same correspondent makes another 
strong point when he says that another rea- 
son for English indifference is the very mo- 
notony of the Turkish horrors. These 
latest barbarities are only repetitions of 
the awful butcheries committed in Armenia 
a year and a half ago. There is no personal 
element in these horrors. They make no 
personal appeal to sympathy or resentment. 
The bulletins simply announce that a thou- 
sand, or five thousand, or ten thousand 
Armenians have been butchered in some 
far-away town. The personal and grew- 
some details of the disaster rarely if ever 
reach the English public. There is no 
correspondent in the locality. The Turks 
naturally enough say nothing of the slaugh- 
ter. The Armenians cannot, being all 
killed. If haply there are any survivors 
they have no way of communication with 
the outside world except by private letters 
to their friends, if they have any, in foreign 
countries. These letters rarely reach the 
public eye. When they do they fail to carry 
any special authority with them. As this 
correspondent says: 

Mere figures of the slain convey no adequate idea 
of what they represent. It is not unnatural after 
all that the detailed story of the doing to death of 
one unfortunate negro in Texas should make a 
deeper impression upon the English mind than a 
brief dispatch announcing that a thousand Ar- 
menians have been put to the sword in some vil- 
lage of Asia Minor. We may confidently expect, 


therefore, a much more violent outbreak of pop- 
ular indignation in England when the details be- 


tin to arrive of individual atrocities and cruelties 


under the Sultan's auspices. - 

Undoubtedly this correspondent has 
speculated very near the truth in his sur- 
mises as to the causes of the callousness 
of the English conscience, but nothing that 
he sets forth can excuse the English for 
their indifference or the English Govern- 
ment for its failure to compel the Sultan 
to enforce the reforms it long ago demanded. 
If the Marquis of Salisbury should notify 
Abdul Hamid this slaughter of Armenians 
must stop and if it does not English war 
vessels will sail into the Golden Horn and 
blow him and his city to flinders it would 


stop at once. The English Government has 


maintained the unspeakable Turk in Eu- 


rope and still hesitates to interfere with 


him. Russia would have driven him out of 
Europe fifty years ago and dismembered his 
empire, but England would not have it. 
MISTAKES OF BELL. 
Representative Bell of Colorado quotes 
a gentleman who is said to estimate that the 
aggregate indebtedness of the people of the 
United States is 33,000 million dollars, and 
says our mines could not even produce the 
interest every year.” That assertion has 
nothing to do with the case, even if the 
quoted estimate were correct, which it is not; 
as an investigator working for the Census 
Bureau figures out that the total indebted- 
ness, public and private, is about 20,000 
millions, of Which 18,000 draws interest 
amounting to 1,166 million dollars. The 
private debts merely represent purchases 
and sales of property on credit. Bonds rep- 
resent and stocks reflect loans and invest- 
ments—the changing hands of property on 
time payments. Large dealings on credit 
or part credit and part cash show great ac- 
tivity of business, production, and industry. 
Mr. Bell might as well claim that the 
1,200,000 freight cars on the railroads of 
the United States, having an aggregate 
capacity of about 18 million tons, did not 
and could not haul the 638 million tons of 
freight which were moved by them in 1894. 
In fact he would not make such a big 
blunder in that case as in the other, because 
a piece of money or of paper currency 
mioves back and forth many ‘times to and 
from the same hands during the year, while 
as a rule the same piece of freight moves 
over a named route only once. Mr. Bell 
should study political economy, at least a 
little, and try to get posted to a small extent 
in regard to the way in which money is 
used before he again commits himself on 
the subject.. The fact that a man has made 
an ass of himself is no reason why he should 


keep on doing it to the end of his natural 


life. 4

RUSSIANIZING EUROPE. ‘ 

A London dispatch reports a prominent 
English politician as saying that “a war 
between the two great Anglo-Saxon nations 
would result in Russianizing Europe,” aud 
that “the United States surely could not 
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rule of the Ozar or should adopt the Rus- 
sian autocratic form of government and 


involve a Russianizing of Burope. But 
surely the removal of two foreign Nuropean 
flags from this continent and the substitu- 
tion of free self and independent govern- 
ment—Ouba and Canada—would not Ruw- 


Europe, but defensive as to American na- 
tions. The English politician's statement is 
absurd from every point of view. 


AMERICAN SECURITIES IN LONDON. 

Cables from London yesterday stated that 
Amerigan securities were “very weak” on 
the Stock Exchange there, with heavy sell- 
ing. The same tone was reported from New 
York, and financial circles there were flur- 
ried with apprehensions that immense vol- 
umes of our securities would be sent back 
here for sale as one result of the President’s 
message on the Venezuelan question. 
Of course the consequence of this would 
be a huge spur to the export move- 
ment of gold, and estimates were made 
that London dealers will draw on the 
New-Yorkers this week for not less than 
four million dollars of the yellow metal. 
This would reduce our Treasury reserve to 
about 65 millions, with the prospect of a 
still heavier drain in weeks to come. 

There is another phase of the subject that 
demands attention. The recent rapid de- 
crease of the reserve has rendered it nec- 
essary immediately to consider the issue of 
another sale of bonds, and this becomes all 
the more imperative if London investors are 
selling out their holdings of American secur- 
ities. But the change in the foreign situa- 
tion also threatens to lessen the market in 
which the bonds could be sold. So much of 
the three former issues as was not placed in 
London appears to have been little more 
than a seesaw between the New York 
banks and the Treasury, it being estimated 
that as much as 45 per cent of the gold re- 
ceived on the first two issues was withdrawn 
from the Treasury either before or after 
the payment of the gold for the bonds. 

It is not probable that the selling of secur- 
ities will amount to mych during the next 
few weeks, as holders will begin to reflect 
that there are many things to be considered 
and much time to be spent in the investiga- 
tion for the United States before war is de- 
clared if it be declaredatall. But the bond 
question demands immediate solution. An- 
other bond issue must be made before Con- 
gress meets again after adjournment over 
the holidays, and it is open to grave question 
if, with the narrowing market, “coin” bonds 
could be sold at par. Congress should rise 
to the sense of the gravity of the situation 
in this respect as it did in unanimously in- 
dorsing the attitude of the President in his 
latest message. It should give the adminis- 
tration full power to issue bonds specifically 
payable in gold, for the United States 
would be terribly hampered in the effort to 
maintain the Monroe doctrine if plunged 
into the throes of a horrible financial panic 
through precipitation to the free silver basis 
owing to inability to meet its engagements. 
Congress ought not to adjourn before doing 
this, though it should be necessary to 
spend the holidays in Washington instead 
of eating Christmas turkeys at home. Itis 
a case in which holidays are of little con- 
sequence compared with the performance 
of an imperative public duty that admits 
not of delay. 


THE EFFECT ON VENEZUELA. 

The President's message and the favora- 
ble action of the House have been trans- 
mitted to Venezuela. Its Legislature about 
to assemble will stand solidly in support of 
both. Its Minister of Foreign Affairs has 
expressed to the American Minister at Car- 
acas the thanks of President Crespo. The 
people of the Venezuelan capital have in- 
dulged in enthusiastic demonstrations and 
decorated the statue of Washington with 
American flags and floral wreaths. The 
President himself is preparing a personal 
letter of thanks to President Cieveland and 
in an interview says: 

The attitude of Venezuela and of her executive 


head upon the boundary question in Guiana will 
always be one of self-protection. The republic 
will’ uphold rights that properly may be regarded 

as hers at all hazards. President Cleveland and 
cde were both as one in losing and resigning 
power, and certainly it seems as if we were one 
in destiny and in action, 

In another dispatch it is stated that Ven- 
ezuela can raise an army of 150,000 men. 
All the dispatches from that republic go to 
show that if there have been any negotia- 
tions with Great Britain as to a boundary 
line there is no possibility now that Vene- 
zuela will concede the surrender of any of 
its territory. In case worst should come to 
worst this country would only have to send 
to Venezuela some good West Point officers 
and engineers, supply it with whatever it 
needs in the way of arms, and then send 
these officers to teach the Venezuelan troops 
how to usethem. Thirty American officers 
would quadruple Venezuela’s defensive 
power. In case of war England would find 
it could not cross the Schomburg line with- 
out employing more men than it well can 
spare. With our assistance its forces 
would be pushed back into the little strip of 
Guiana which it acquired from the Dutch, 
and it might lose even that. It is not a cli- 
mate where the English army could operate 
to advantage. It wouid die off faster from 
malaria than England would want. It 
would soon be in a debilitated condition. 
With the Venezuelan army thoroughly or- 
ganized and led by our officers England 
would soon be glad to take its last redcoat 
out of the Orinoco valley.

England is not an “American power.” 
She is a Européan power occupying some 
American territory, a portion of it rightful- 
ly belonging to the United States, but fee- 
bly surrendered by the Polk administration. 
But, aside from that give away, the Mon- 
roe doctrine does not regulate the relations 
of American States to one another. It ap- 
plies as between them all and European ag- 
gression on any of them. 

The United States and Mexico had a 
boundary dispute half a century ago. They 
fought it out. This country won, and then 
paid Mexico for what territory she gave 
up. There have been severai wars between 
South American States over their bound- 
aries and other matters. But neither they 
nor the United States invoked the Monroe 
doctrine, for it did not apply in such cases, 

It had no more application then than to 
the Franco-German war, or any of the other 
wars which have been waged in Europe and 
about which the United States has not con- 
cerned itself as a participant. It did not 
protest against the annexation of Alsace- 
Lorraine to Germany, or the partition of 
Africa among half a dozen European na- 
tions, or the slicing up of Asia. All those 
continents are outside its sphere of in- 
fluence and the Monroe doctrine. 

What it does say, however, is that “Amer- 
ica is for Americans”; that no American 
Republic can be absorbed, in whole or in 
part, forcibly or by threats, by any Buro- 
pean monarchy or power; and that Ameri- 
can States will settle their own disputes 
with each other in their own way, without 
European interference, as European States 


“Why are you thrusting yourselves in where 
you do not belong and are not wanted? 
Europe is for Europeans to tule) Keep 
your hands in your own pockets.” And so 
is America for Americans, Let Buropeans 
mind their own business and keep their 
fingers out of the American pie.

Heretofore 
the letter of the law has adm@ted only stu- 
dents to such residence. A house“ may 
now, under the new régime, select, with the 
approval of the .councilor, one or more per- 
sons not directly connected with the uni- 
versity to act as patrons or patronesses. 
Every group of six or more students living 
together in an organization outside of the 
quadrangles shall be organized as a house“ 
and be subject to the general rules, with 
such modifications as may be determined 
by the university council. 

Dr. Harper said: “I want my own per- 
sonal attitude toward fraternities to be 
ufiderstood once and for all. I wish to co- 
operate with the fraternities. I believe 
they are a good thing, and they have my 
utmost sympathy. I am glad I may now 
officially express my opinion.“

TEACHERS’ UNFRIENDLINESS. 


President of Wisconsin University 
Objects to This Hostile Attitude 
from People He Thinks Should Be 
Friends of the Institution—Com- 
mittee Appointed to Investigate 
the Charges Brought by Pederson 
and Rowe—Professor’s Side of It. 

Madison, Wis., Dec. 19. .}—It is 
currently rumored that President G K. 
Adams of the State University will resign 
if some of the teachers of the State persist 
in their present attitude of hostility toward 
the university. 

This unfriendliness is being intensified by 
some educational journals of the State and 
by certain normal school professors who 
have always evinced a strong dislike for the 
university. An effort is now being made to 
bring the matter before the State Teachers’ 
meeting to be held in Milwaukee next week. 

Statistics will be compiled showing what 
percentage of children graduating from 
schools in the State enter the university and 
what percentage go to other educational in- 
stitutions. If the percentage is either too 
high or too low in comparison with other 
States then there will be an attempt to find 
a reason for it. 

The Rev. Mr. Rowe of Lancaster recently 
made sensational charges against the pro- 
fessors of the university. In substance he 
said some of the professors were addicted to 
strong drink and appeared before classes in 
an intoxicated condition. It is reported he 
made a statement of this nature from the 
pulpit. To investigate the charges made by 
this minister and those made by Oscar E. 
Pederson, Superintendent of Schools of 
Winnebago County, ex-Gov. Lucius Fair- 
child, President of the Board of Visitors, 
has appointed the following committee: 

R: H. Halsey, Superintendent of Schools 
of Oshkosh, Chairman; Horace Rublee, edi- 
tor of the Milwaukee ‘Sentinel; Mrs. Mary 
Walmsley of Eau Claire, B. K. Miller of Mil- 

waukee, and Frof. George W. Beck of 

Platteville. 

Pederson’s action in bringing charges 
against the university is liable to involve 
some of his friends. Supporters of Presi- 
dent Adams are inquiring what right the 
State Department of Public Instruction at 
the capital has to be hostile to the university 
and why one of the employés there aided 
Pederson in formulating his charges. Fur- 
thermore it is asked why it is that Pederson 
was allowed to work in the office of she Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction Sun- 
day.

Chairman of the Board of Visitors, who ap- 

pointed the committee of investigation, was 

wroth when he heard Pederson sed much 
of his time on Sunday in the State Super- 
intendent’s office. The General is close to 
the Governor and some one is likely to be 
severely reprimanded for allowing Pederson 
access to the Superintendent’s department 
on Sunday. The General says he believes 

Pederson’s charges will not amount to 

much.

SOME THINK FERRIS WAS MURDERED 


Family Far from Pleased with Cor- 
oner’s Verdict of Suicide. 

A verdict of self-destruction and death 
caused by the shock and injuries received by 
being run over by a train was ordered by 
the Coroner’s jury yesterday afternoon at 
the inquest held over the body of William J. 
Ferris, who was found dead at the Thirty- 
first street station of the Illinois Central 
railroad late on Wednesday evening. 

John H. Ferris, the father of the dead man, 
testified that he had left his son at the Troy 
restaurant, No. 118 Randolph street, at 6:30 
o’clock on Wednesday evening, and that at 
that time the latter was in the best of moods, 
and said that he would shortly follow his 
father to their home at No. 4564 Oaken- 
wald avenue. He also said that his son was 
not addicted to drinking, and had shown no 
signs of despondency or mental aberration. 

Several employés of the Illinois Central 
testified as to the manner in which the body 
was found and how it was discovered. 

It was agreed there was no jar as the train 
neared the station, but after it had started 
and proceeded a few feet there was a jar as 
though the train were passing over a stone. 
When the train was stopped the body was 
found with the head only on the inside of the 
tracks and between the rails. The overcoat 
and hat were carefully arranged at one side. 
From this fact the family argue Mr. Ferris 
was murdered and then placed on the track. 
In support of this theory it is cited the watch 
end diamond pin worn by Mr. Ferris were 
both gone and had not been accounted for. 
Beside that there was no evidence intro- 
duced to show in the smallest degree that 
death was caused by suicide. 

A verdict was them returned that death 
was caused by self-destruction. Mr. John 
H. Ferris and his friends were displeased 
with the course of the inquest, and said 
afterward. that it had in no way been estab- 
lished that there had not been a murder.

Increased Passenger Traffle in No-

The Lake Street Elevated railroad has 
given out no official figures of earnings and 
operating expenses since its figures for Oc- 
tober, which. showed total earnings for the 
month of $50,000 and operating expénses of 
$30,250, of 59% per cent of the gross income. 
The fixed charges of the road are in the 
heighborhood. of §24,000 a month, showing 
the road earned about $3,700 less than oper- 
ating expenses and fixed charges. An official 
of the road said yesterday the passenger 
traffic’ had increased to such an extent that 
for Nevember and for December up to date 
it had more than made operating expenses 
and fixed charges. At the annual meeting 
of the road, which is now less than a month 
away, it is expected the report to stock- 
holders will show the road is paying all 
fixed charges with a little left over. There 
is now outstanding $4,484,400 of the deben- 
ture 5 per cent bonds and $974,400 of the first 
mortgage bonds, which have not been ex- 
changed for the debentures. The outstand- 
ing 5 per cent income bonds amount to 
$1,121,100. The dedision of Judge Gibbons is 
likely to bring Mr. “Zeigler and the other 
holders of unscaled first mortgage bonds 
into the fold. When this is done the road 
will be in an excellent position as to the 
future. If it can earn its fixed charges after 
paying operating expenses under present 
conditions it will have a great future when 
the motive power is changed to electricity 
and when the connection is made with the 
loop.

Now he feels aggrieved. because the com-
